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SUMMARY OF BILL:     Requires persons convicted of vehicular homicide
by intoxication or aggravated vehicular homicide to serve at least 85 % of the
sentence imposed.

ESTIMATED FISCAL IMPACT:

Increase State Expenditures - $3,282,900/Incarceration*

Assumes 37 persons convicted of vehicular homicide by intoxication, a
Class B felony, and 8 persons convicted of aggravated vehicular homicide, a
Class A felony will serve 85 % of sentence rather than 30% of sentence.

*Section 9-6-119, TCA, requires that:  For any law enacted after July 1, 1986,
which results in a net increase in periods of imprisonment in state facilities,
there shall be appropriated from recurring revenues the estimated operating
cost of such law.
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
